deferves  applauje  for  the  advantageous 
divijions  lata  which  they  threw  the  Ame- 
rican monies  of  account.  In  general, 
their  meaj'ures  rej peeling  them  are  wife 
and  ingenious;  yet  I  mufl  vent  a  few 
thoughts,  which,  perhaps,  ynumay  wi(b 
had  influenced  their  ordinanc  e.
